used In saving the lives of soldiers, 
sailors and civilians sufTerlng from 
shock following Injuries. 


Registration

preparation 


for the first visit to Gettysburg of 
the mobile blood receiving unit of 
the Rtid Cross on Friday, 
Jan- 
uary 29. Approximately TjO persons 
registered as volunteer blood donors 
tiie first day. 


A county committee headed by 
Radford H. Lippy Is arranging for 
county-wld'i 
participation 
in 
the 
blood donor program. 
Tlie mobile 
unit will visit Adams county ohco 
eacli month and can handle ap- 
proximately 150 volunteers on each 
visit. Adams comity fire companies 
have ixjen asked to arrange for the 
listing of prospective donors and 
make other prellminaiy 
arrange- 
ments In every community in the 
comity. 


Modeled After llarrLsburg- Unit 
The Red Cross Blood Donor Serv- 
ice committee, organized under the 
direction of Mr. Lippy, who was 
named chairman by the Red Cross 
here, includes Mrs. R. S. Saby, 
chairman of the Red Cross canteen 
committee; Mrs. Henry M. Scharf, 
head of the Nurses' aide commit- 
tee; the Rev. Dwight F. Putman, 
president of the Gettysburg Minls- 
terlum; Dr. Bruce N. Wolff, repre- 
senting the Adams county Medical 
society, and Col. Edward J. Oliver, 
of Gettysburg college. 


Early last week Chairman Lippy 
went to Harrlsburg's blood donor 
station and gave a pint of blood 
to observe procedure and organiza- 
tion. 
Now he is completing plans 
for Gettysburg's station, using the 
Harrlsburg unit as a model. 


"It doesn't hurt at all and after- 
wards I didn't notice any ill effects," 
Mr, Lippy said. 
A local anesthetic 
was used to avoid pain when the 
needle was inserted in an arm vein. 
Mr. Lippy praised the Red Cross 
doctors and nurses for the manner 
in which they handled patients and 
made them "feel at home." He was 
issued an official blood donor's card. 


Easy to Volunteer 


Any adult of average health be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 60 may 
serve as a volunteer donor. 
Per- 
sons between 18 and 21 years of 
age must present written consent 
of 
parent or guardian, 
although 
married men or women under 21 
may be accepted without consent 
of parents. 


The only preparation asked of a 
donor is that during the four hours 
prior 
to reporting 
to 
the 
donor 
center, he shoula not eat any but- 
ter, bacon, cream, milk or fried food. 
Tlie only foods which may be eaten 
are fruits, fruit or vegetable juices, 
dry toast, bread or crackers, black 
coffee, tea or clear soft drinks (Coca 
Cola, root beer, sar.saparllla, lemon, 
orange, etc.). 


Anyone can donate blood safely, 
the Red Cross doctors say. for the 
safety of the donor Is assured by 
simple tests and the donor's blood 
is studied for evidence of disease 
before the plasma Is prepared. 


One pint of blood is collected from 
each donor. Only about 45 minutes 
is required for registration, donation 
and refreshments. Donors are en- 
couraged to repeat their donations 
every eight to 10 weeks. 


Plasma Used on Uattlcfronts 


Tlie plasma, which Is the clear 
llQuld of the blood remaining after 
the cells or corpuscles have been re- 
moved, will be used In Army and 
Naval hospitals, aboard Navy ships 
and on battlefronts all over 
the 
world as well as in civilian casual- 
ties resulting Ironi enemy 
action. 
Whole blood must be "typed," but 
¡ilasma has no type and keeps in- 
definitely. Whole blood deteriorates 
rapidly. 


The mobile unit tliat will come 
here from Harrlsburg will bring its 
own staff and complete equlpnient. 
The staff will be expanded here Ijy 
nurses' aides so that the complete 
staff at the service ol the blood 
donors will include 15 rogistxM-ed 
nurses and local nurses' aides, two 
motor corps drivers, and two staff 
members to handle rcgistratltins in 
addition to the doctors and Uic can- 
teen commit tee memiicrs. 


The local blood donor station will 
bo set up first In the basement of 
Christ Lutheran 
church.
